Go Out in & Wreck on the Wis- 
consin Central Railroad. 



The Wreck Followed by a Fire and the 

Victims Burn to Death. 



Cans* of Wreck an Open «w It.-h, Strong 



Marsh field, Wis., May 31.— Six 
lives went out in a wreck on the Wis- 
consin Central railroad soon after I 
o'clock Wednesday morning at Man- 
vllle, near this city, and half a doien 
persons were seriously Injured, the vic- 
tims were mostly Wisconsin people. 

Th« wrecking of the passenger train 
win quickly followed hv Are. uml u 
ly all those who perished were burned 
to death- The passengers who were 
injured were In tha smoking-car and 
the day coach. None of the sloeping 
car passengers were hurt. The train 
was the express from Minneapolis to 
Chicago. It oonslsted of a baggage-car, 
mull-car, smoker, two day coaches and 
three sleepers. Thr train was f«* * 
well filled with passengers, and aoc 
ing to the statements of survivors 
going at a rate of fifty miles an hour 
when the disaster overtook It. 

The cause of the wreck is supposed to 
have been an open switch, uu.l there 
are strong suspicions of the switch hav- 
iDgbecn flxtsl by i-oMkts or by other 
persons having an equally murderous 
motive. An examination of the switch 
flowed that a nut had DMB removed 
all. wing it to become loose nnil t!j 
open as soon as the Ill-fated tralti 
struck it. All the cars, excepting one 
•sleeper, left the rails, and ure a total 
wreck. The baggage and express cars, 
smoker, day coaches and one sleepei 
were caught by the flames ainl reduced 
to ashes, almost, as there was nothing 
the Are.

Turpln was condemned some time ngo 
to serve five years' imprisonment for 
having sold to the English ftMMnalrlng 
firm of Armstrong the secret of certain 
weapons of war, and as a result of tbi- 
acntence he waa struck from the rolls 
of the legion of honor. It Is said that 
ho has sold his secret to Germany, be- 
cause the government refused t 
store him to the legion of honor, 
has gone to Rrusscls. when- the wile 
took place. The German government 
made Mm offers on several occasions, 
which he finally accepted The money 
was pnid over by a Ocnnan general, 
who wnt to Brussels from Ilcrlin ex- 
pressly for thnt purpose.
